Partisan Activity 


In Poderiskis village, Panemmnes area (just east of Kaunas), People's Court 
Judge Jankaukas, two People's Court advisors, and several kolkhoz members who

had served in court as witnesses against partisans were liquidated by the 


_ partisans in the fall of 1951. 


‘In the Prienal area (534M, 23-55E) in the fall of 1951, three kolkhoz 
families were liquidated, grain was requisitioned from a kelkhoz, village 1 
stores were raided, and an MTS garage and workshop were burned by the partisans. 


Countermeasures 

Only. MGB troops and istrebiteli take part in the roundups of partisans, which 

take place largely after partisan operations such as those outlined above. 
Tatrebiteli greups used against the partisans consist ef some twenty or more 
members each, mostly Tithuanians but including some Russiang o
